No other 
farm, fowl or animal asks so lit- 
tle. 


E. L Hucy, of Crisp county, 


Georgia, thinks there 
is more 


money in geese than in any other 
form of lifeslock. According to 
his experience, fifty geese will 
keep 50 acres of cotton free of 
(•nib-grass, which means a sav- 
ing of $40 for 
hoe 
hands. He 


says he picks at least 25 pounds 
cf feathers from the fifty geese 
and gets $1 a pound for them 
From the 50 geese he counts on 
raising at least 15, to sell at $1.25 
each. 


The goose population of Van 


Zandt county, Texas, has doubled 
in (he past three years and the 
demand exceeds the suply. One 
farm manager says he has 1,000 
geese and would like to have as 
many more. The geese are used to 
keep down' grass in the cotton

McCarty, of Smith county, Miss., 
hasn't used a hoe in his cotton j 
except to thin or chop it. The1 
geese take care of the grass for 
him. 


Guineas, Ducks nnd Pea-Fowls 
Guineas,are considered quite a 


delicacy nowadays 
and 
have 


been bringing good 
prices for 


several years. People who know 
say that if you go at It in the 
right way, guineas are no harder 
to raise than other fowls. There 
is room to spare on every South- 
ern farm for a small flock of 
them. 


Ducks are as easy to hatch as 


chickens and are easier and more 
cheaply raised. They grow fast- 
er than chickens and some, are 
fully matured by the tim'eme they j 
arc ten weeks old. Some breeds! 
will begin laying when they arej 
four months old, and 
nearly! 


every variety starts laying when 
five or six months old. Duck 
eggs arc as nutritious and health- 
ful as hen eggs. The price of duck 
eggs varies very little throughout 
the year and as a rule is'highest 
when the ducks are laying the 
most.

H. A. Clark, of Bedford county, 


Tenn., beautifies his farm and 
adds to his revenue by raising 
pea-fowls. 
Says he used to eat 


one every now and then before 
he found out what they were 
worth and that there is nothing 
to compare with the white, ten- 
der meat of pea-fowls.

Hoffman Challenges Babson9s Attack 


On Motion Pictures; Scientist Finds 


Screen Great Educational Influence 


Dr. Frederick L. Hoffman, whose 


annual studies of homicide and of 
general criminal tendencies are known 
throughout the United States, has 
taken sharp exception to the use of hia 
name, in ai\ attack on motion pictures 
made recently by Roger YV. Uabson, 
business statistician. 


Dr. Hoffman believes that "produc- 


tion care within the industry effectively 
excludes pernicious illustrations of 
human conduct" and that "the good' 
that the motion picture has clone as an 
educational factor is enormous." From 
his home in Wcllesley, Massachusetts, 
Dr. 
Hoffman 
issued the following 


statement: 


"On my return from an air trip to 


the West Indies, I regret to find an 
accumulation of letters and newspaper 
clippings suggestive of profound mis- 
understanding on the part of the public 
due to the use of my name made by 
Mr. Roger \V. Dabson in connection 
with an attack upon the motion picture 
industry. 
Mr. Babson has used _my 


homicide statistics to develop the idea 
that the motion picturfe is the primary 
cause of the increase in homicide in 
this country during recent years. 


"I myself have made no such state- 


ment and nothing contained in my 
figures could be construed to justify 
Kiich n conclli.«ion. 
As a matter of 


f;ic;r, inydata v.-ould justify the opposite 
inference in that homicides are more 
common in sections of the country, 
particularly in the south, in which the 
proportion of representation of motion

north and west.

facts:

of the motion picture to violent crime.

certain pictures may possibly aid in 
the development of a criminal instim-t, 
but in contrast to this the good that 
the motion pii-lure IM.I done as an 
educational factor is enormous. 


"Motion pictures afford the cheapest 


and most effortivc IIKMHS of relaxation 
to vast mimhcrs of people who would 
otherwise be in idleness both as rcgaidn 
thought and time. To me, as a scien- 
tific student of social conditions mid 
educational proyrt-ss, the motion pic- 
ture is one of the most valuable if not 
the most valuable and effective method 
yet developed of visualizing to the 
public matters of the highest !m[x>r- 
tance which would otherwise coins to 
naught. 


"Production care within the industry 


effectively excludes pernicious illus- 
trations of human conduct so that it 
is only by indirect 
inference that 


wrongful cimclusinns ran _be drawn. 
Kvery industry or effort is liable to 
misuse but, considering the 
vast 


amount of good done by the motion 
picture, I feel tli.it the amount of 
harm and its relation to homicidal 
tendencies may safely be considered 
negligible.
